MOVEMENTS OF OCEAN 


BLAZING SHIPS 
IN NORTH RIVER. 


Fire, Which Starts in Hoboken 
Slips, Destroys the British 


Queen, Seven Lighters, 


and a Big Pier. 


FLAMES IMPERIL GOTHAM 


Oil Laden Boats Break Loose and 
Float Across Stream, Caus- 
ing Scare on Liners Tied 
Up on That Side, 


MANY NARROW ESCAPES. 


New York, March 18.—[Special. ]—Hoboken 
had a great water front fire tonight, its 
second in less than two years. One steam- 
ship pier, leased by. the Phcenix line, was 
destroyed with thousands of bales of cotton 
and hay, and the steamship British Queen 
of that line was burned to the water’s edge. 
The pier of the Barber Steamship line was 
slightly burned, and the pier of the Holland- 
America line, to the south, escaped after 
being eridangered for an hour. Seven oil 
and alcohol laden barges and lighters floated 
out into the stream from the burning piers 
and drifted blazing down the North River 
with the tide, making a glorious night 
spectacle, 


One Fatally Hurt;.One Missing. 


So far as learned late tonight only one 
man was likely to die, and one man was 
missing. This can only be made into a cer- 
tainty by a roll call tomorrow morning of 
the 250 longshoremen who were working on 
the Phcenix line pier when the fire started 
and of the crew of the steamship British 
Queen. 

There were rumors that men and women 
had jumped from the burning lighters into 
the river. Chief Engineer Scott of the Brit- 
ish Queen, who was seen about the ship a 
few minutes before the fire, was nowhere to 
be found tonight at midnight, and his fel- 
low-officers believe he perished in the flames, 
as he would have been foremost among those 
who were fighting to save the other piers. 


Escape on Cotton Bale. 

The Captain of the lighter Tonawanda 
saved himself, his wife, and his child by 
pushing a cotton bale into the water, plac- 
ing his.family and himself upon it, and pad- 
dling his strange life raft Into the river. 

Several daring rescues were made by the 
naval militiamen on the Portsmouth, sta- 
‘tloned’ just ‘above the blazing docks. Under 
command of Lieutenant Dayenport they 
lowered a boat and went in among the blaz- 
ing lighters and suening- ship and saved per- 
sons who had jumped into the water. Five 
longshoremen were burned in racing with 
the flames. 

At 11 o'clock the river, which had been 
lighted by burning barges since 8:30 o’clock, 
when the fire started, was further illu- 
minated by the blazing shape of the big Brit- 
ish Queen, which was dragged out into the 
middle of the stream and half-drifting, half- 
towed by tug boats, went hissing and spout- 
ing sparks and tongues of flame down to- 
ward the Jersey flats, where it was beached. 


Ships Dragged to Safety. 

For more than two hours steamship after 
steamship had been pulled from the threat- 
ened plers and had taken safe anchorages in 
the middle of the stream. The Heathburn, 
ef the Pheenix line, a tea ship, whose crew 
of thirty-five Chinamen fled ashore from 
the pursuing flames only to be imprisoned 
by the United States customs officers be- 
cause they were violating the Chinese ex- 
clusion law, was the ship most endangered. 
It was incumbered with a big grain lighter 
which was loading cargo. 

The ‘Heathburn was followed to safety by 
the Maasdam and the Norge, and the Rhein 
and Karlsruhe got up steam and cast loose 
all but one tethering cable in their anxiety 
to be ready for a quick retreat. 


Menaced by Barges. 

The burning oil barges were all night long 
a blazing menace to New York's down-town 
districts. The New York fire boats hung 
about, the burning boats, making every ef- 
fort to qguench the flames before they should 
be cagried across to the New York side of the 
river. 

One lighter reached the New York side with 
enough fire aboard to make trouble. It sét 
fire to the Pennsylvania pier at Murray 
street, and did some damage before the New 
‘York shore fire department could reach it. 


Fire Spreads Rapidly. 

"The Britistf’ Queen. was loading for Ant- 
werp. All six hatches were open and there 
were 150 stevedores at Work in the ship and 
100 *longshoremen busy on the pier. The 
blaze sprang from a great stack of cotton 
bales piled midway on the pier. The fire 
flashed through the cotton so quickly that 
the men working on the river end of the pier 
had no time.to get to the shore. Some of 
the men sought refuge on the oil lighters 
on the north side of the pier. Others made 
for the steamship. A few minuteslater they 
were leaping like frogs from the gunwale of 
the steamer into the basin south of it and 
swimming for the next pier. 

The Heathburn was on the north side of 
the Barbour pier and was surrounded by 
lighters. Many lighter Captains kept their 
families on board with them. 


Oil Barges Catch Fire, 

Within a few minutes, however, the Brit- 
ish Queen wae ablaze, and even its masts 
were flaming firebrands. The fire had 
worked against the wind to the north side of 
the Phenix line pier, where the oil barges 
were, and the first flashes which caught the 
attention of the people in the high buildings 
on the New York side'were the hundred feet 
pillars of flame which went roaring up from 
these barges in a flash as soon as the fire 
reached them. 


Roll Out Barrels of ‘enlimien.: 
- At 10 o’cloék the lines holding two alcohol 
and of¥lad@en boats to the side of the British 
Queen parted and both of them drifted to- 
ward the berth from which the Heathburn 
was being pulled out. They missed the 
Heathburn, but scorched its stern and then

EITHER BOSTON MINISTER 08 | 
CHICAGO MEMBER IN ERROR. 


Robert E. Jenkins of Union Park, An- 
gary Because Dr. McElveen An- 
nounces Decision to His Own Con- 
gsregation Before Sending Word, 
Returns to the Eastern Pastor Un- 
opened Letter—Other Members of 
Committee Repudiate Act. 


If the mail delivery is prompt the Rev. 
W. T. McElveen of the Shawmut Congrega- 
tional”Church of Boston will receive a let- 
ter today which he himself wrote. It is the 
letter in which Dr. McElveen finally declined 
the offer of the Union Park Congregational 
Church of Chicago to become its pastor. The 
letter is returned unopened. 

-Robert E. Jenkins, chairman of the Sup- 


for a successor to Dr. F. A. Noble, received 
Dr. McElveen’s letter yesterday morning. 
He knew already what it contained and he 
was angry—not so much at the declination as 
at the Boston minister’ anner of transmit- 
ting it. Chairman Sentline had read in, the 
newspapers that Dr. McElveen would not 
come West. He regarded that method of 
conveying the fact as discourteous. 

** Chicago evidently can,give Boston a few 
points on good breeding,’ was Mr. Jenkins’ 
expression as he remailed the McElveen re- 
fusal without breaking the seal. 


' Colleagues Repudiate Action. 


Mr. Jenkins said more, and toward evening 
word of his peremptory return of the Boston 
man’s letter reached the ears of other mem- 
bers of the Supply committee, among them 
P. F. Pettibone. 

These men proceeded to repudiate Mr. 
Jenkins’ action. They called on him at his 
residence, 534 Washington boulevard, and. 
made their protest clear. Then they dn- 
nounced: 

“As members of the Supply committee of 
the Union Park Church we utterly disclaim 
any responsibility for the action of Mr. 
Jenkins.’’ 

They were unwilling to see any discourtesy 
in Dr. McElveen’s act in announcing first to 
his own congregation that he would remain 
in Boston, and the plain intimation from at 
least one of the committeemen was that Chi- 
cago needed the teaching of good manners if 
the “ returned letter’’ episode was typical. 


Regret Minister Is Not Coming. 


The committeemen, of course, were dis- 
appointed at Dr. McElveen’s decision. On 
Friday two members of the committee 
received letters from Dr. McElveen saying 
“he would go to his old home in New York 
this week to meditate and pray dver the mat- 
ter and that he would, after that, let the 
committet know.’’ The substance of these 
letters was announced to the Union Park 
Church on Sunday and at the same time it 
appears Dr. McElveen was telling the Shaw- 
mut Charch in Boston that he would not 
leave. On Monday morning the Chicago peo- 
ple read this in the papers. 

Mr. Jenkins was in his office yesterday when 
a letter with a Boston postmark was handed 
in. The chairman saw the name of Dr. Mc- 
Elveen tn the corner, and, without waiting 
to consult the other members of the commit- 
tee, he inclosed the letter in another envelope 
and addressed ft to the Boston pastor. In 
speaking of his action he said: 

“Dr. McElveen might at least have wired 
us on Saturday that he had changed his mind. 
The Union Park Church will not be exploited 
for the gratification of a Boston audience 
without protest. Chicago can evidently give 
Boston a few points on good breeding. Dr. 
McElveen might have preserved the respect 
and’ love of our people. Now his conduct 
makes us glad of his decision.”

Bloomington, Ill., March 18.—[{Special.]— 


Richard Yates, Governor of Illinois, was re- 


buked and disowned in the McLean County 
Republican convention today. His friends 
were not satisfied with the action of the 
convention in ignoring Yates, so they set up 
& cry of foul. Then the convention took 
Yates up and dealt with him without gloves, 
scoring him for using public, offices for 
political gain. 

The convention was more exciting than 
ustial even in the most heated campaigns. 
It was anti-Yates from start to finish, and 
the accidental Governor will derive no grafn 
of credit or comfort from it. His adminis- 
tration was denounced in terms unmeasured 
and a little, simple resolution indorsing his 
administration, as well as those of the other 
Republican State officers, met with igno- 
minious defeat on a roll call. 


No Yates Man on Delegation. 

Nor was this afl. The convention would 
not send a Yates man to the State conven- 
tion. It even refused to accord to James 8. 
Neville, the President of the Railroad and 
Warehouse commission, the privilege of go- 
ing to the convention with an anti-Yates 
collar around his neck. It virtually made 
John A. Sterling, an anti-Yates man, the 
Republican candidate for Congress fh this 
district, and it named Wesley M. Owen as 
a candidate for the Legislature, and Wesley 
M. Owen is anti-Yateg and anti-Hopkins. 

Only two years ago in that same hall and 
on that same stage Richard Yates strutted 
> up and down like a boy tragedian in a 10, 
20, and 30 show, waving the American flag 
and assuring his auditors that, if nominated 
for Governor and elected, he would be their 
standard bearer and carry the flag on to 
glorious victory, and that he would return 
the same at the end of a successful admin- 
istration without a stain and without the 
loss of a single star.

Resolutions Hit at Governor. 

The factional fight opened in full force 
and violence when the Committee on Reso- 
lutions made a report. This committee was 
appointed by the chairman, Hamer H. Green, 
whom Yates once sat upon. It reported a 
set of resolutions of 700 words, and half of 
that space was devoted to reference to the 
death of President McKinley and in eulogy 
of President Roosevelt’s administration. It 
‘also commended Senator Stubblefield and 
Representatives Funk and Scrogin. This is 
the part of the report which started trouble: 

“We believe that it is contrary to the 
spirit and plain intent of our governmental 
organization, opposed to the practice and 
tradition of the Republican party, and is 
calculated to defeat the intended method of ' 
electing a United States Senator for any 
convention, .either county, Senatorial, or 
State, to instruct for any candidate for that 
office. We believe that the Senators and 
Representatives of the State should go to 
the Legislature uninstructed in this respect, 
and therefore we direct that our delegates 
to the Senatorial and State conventions use 
every reasonable endeavor to prevent such 
instructions. 


Condemns Levy on Officeholders. 

“Tt is the sense of this cohvention that 
assessments levied on and collected from the 
employés of the various State institutions 
for political purposes, directly or indirectly, 
is unwarranted. We condemn the practice 
as highly reprehensible, unrepublican, and 
entirely out of line with the most enlightened 
public sentiment. The inmates of our char- 
itable institutions are wards of the State; 
they are helpless and afflicted, their care 
and treatment require the highest degrees 
of skill, and the officers and employés should 
be placed and kept in charge of these in- 
stitutions solely on the ground of fitness, 
and not for political purposes. It is there- 
fore the sentiment of this convention that it 
will be in the interest of better government 
that the various State charitable institutions 
be placed under wise civil ssh Zi. regula- 
tions.” 

Yates’ Friend Offers Amendment. 

No sooner had Mr. Berry finished the read- 
ing of the report than Mr. Neville, who sat 
in. the bald head row, hopped to the front 
and offered this amendment: 

‘Resolved, That we heartily Iindorse the 
upright, conservative, and business-like ad- 
ministration of Governor Yates and the other 
Republican State officers of Illinois, and that 
we pledge ourselves as Republicans to up- 
hold both national and State administrations 
.{n their efforts to give 7 government to 
the people.”’ 

The Yates forces set up a cheer, but the 
Sterling men from Bloomington and the men 
from the county showed their teeth.

“One of the young women out there has 
suffered from the exposure made necessary 
in walking across the campus in a costume 
not intended for outdoor wear. The reason 
for this treatment is obvious. It is the inten- 
tion”to. keep women physically inferior as 
well as to isolate them in their classes, so 
that they shall be intellectually inferior.”’ 


Vivid Picture of Gymnasium Suits. 

Mrs. Herron’s picture of the university 
girls running*’six blocks on cold mornings in 
their gymnasium suits was so vivid that it 
stirred up further discussion after the 
meeting. 

*“*I had not heard of any motive in giving 
the university women.poor gymnasium ac- 
commodations,’’ said Mrs. Claribel Schmitt, 
Vice President of the first district of clubs.. 
** But when my husband and I were riding 
through the campus we saw some of the 
university girls outside in their gymnasium 
suits. This seemed much like coeducation, 
for they had to meet and pass the men in 
these costumes as they went to the gym- 
nasium.”’ : ‘ 


* Puts Women in Background. 


Mrs. Corinne Brown didn’t know about the 
gymnasium feature, but made an indignant 
speech on the “isolation” proposition. 
‘* The real motive in this threatened blow at 
coeducation,’’ said Mrs. Brown, “ is a move- 
ment to put women in the background. 
Separation of the women from men in classes 
means a poorer kind of education for the 
women. It means that they will give us the 
tidbits of education. Another blow at wom- 
en is this plan of the Board of Education to 
prohibit married women from teaching in 
the schools. Teaching is woman's pro- 
fession, and if they mean to say that a wom- 
an shall not teach after she is married they. 
discourage women from preparing for the 
profession.” 

Dr. Dickinson then arose to suggest that 
the university would surely go slow in doing 
away with coeducation. Many of the endow- 
ments and much of the assistance given the 
university, she said, had been. offered with 
the understanding that the institution was 
intended equally for men and women. It 
will be a breaking of faith, she’ said, if the 
university should forget this.condition and 
slight women, and she ——— there was 
no such intention. 


Referendum for Suffrage.

After 
Franklin Wentworth had explained how the 
petition for referendum had’ been’ secured 
in Chicago recently on the municipal owner- 
ship question, Dr. Dickinson. inquired if the 
women could not get the suffrage proposition 
submitted to the people by getting 100,000 
signatures.

VOTED FOR CUBA. 


House Republicans Decide on 
a 20 Per Cent Reduction 
of Tariff Until De- 
cember, 1903. 


TEST VOTE IS 8 TO 31 


Beet Sugar Men Badly Defeated 
After a Long Fight Against 
a Reciprocity Deal 
with Island. 


VICTORY IN CONGRESS-SURE. 


Washington, D. C., March 18.—[Special.]— 

On a show of hands tonight at\the Repub- 
Lican conference the sugar bee en were 
overwhelmingly defeated, the Payne propo- 
sition providing for a 20 per cent reciprocal 
agreement with Cuba being adopted by a 
vote of 85 to 31, but the operation of this 
plan {is limited to Dec. 1, 1903. 
. The original proposition of the Ways and 
Means committee was that this country 
should reduce the rates on Cuban sugar and 
tobacco 20 per cent, and in return Cuba 
should admit all United States products at 
a lower tariff and pass the United States im- 
migration laws. 


Sibley Amendment Is Adopted. 

This was adopted by the conference to- 
night with the addition of the Sibley amend- 
| ment which merely limits this reciprocity 
with Cuba to the period up to Dec. 1, 1908. 

There is some soreness over the defeat of 
the beet sugar men, and tonight some of 
them threatened to ignore the decision of 
a majority of their party associates and con- 
tinue their fight against Cuban reciprocity 
on the floor of the House. 


Threats Do Not Worry Leaders, 

Speaker Henderson, Representatives Can- 
non, Payne, Long, and the other leaders will 
not be intimidated by these threats, and 
within the next few days will report a bill ~ 
in accord with the instructions contained in 
the resolution adopted tonight. 

This resolution in substance provides that 
the President is authorized, after the es- 
tablishment of an independent government 
in Cuba and the enactment by government 
of immigration and exclusion laws lar 
to those in effect in this country, to enter 
into reciprocal! arrangement with Cuba on 
the basis of a 20 per cent reduction in the 
Dingley tariff rates. 


Reciprocity Now Assured. 

Cuban sugar and tobacco will enter this. 
country at the reduced rate.and manu-. 
factures of this country, as well as meats 
and breadstuffs, will enter Cuba at a similar 
réduction. 

Mr. Sibley’s amendment, which was -ac- 
ceptable to the President, and was accepted by 
Mr. Payne, limits the operation of the recip- 


_rocity scheme to a period of about twenty 


months. If within that time the reciprocity, 
proves successful Congress can extend it, 
otherwise the exclusive commercial unfon 
between the United States and Cuba will ex- 
pire by Hmitation on Dec. 1, 1903. 


Sugar Beet Men Seek Delay. 

There was a disposition on the part of the 
sugar beet men to postpone action again, but 
Speaker Henderson and his lieutenants de~ 
termined to force a vote. They were sure of 
a majority for their proposition, and did 
not see how anything could be gained by 
further delay. 

There was nearly three hours of debate, at 
the close of which Mr. Payne demanded the 
previous question. This was agreed to by a 
vote of 78 to 56. This was a defeat for the 
beet sugar men, who were anxious to poste 
pone a shown-down for a few days longer, 


Bounty Proposition Is Defeated. 

Then there was a vote on a resolution ofe 
fered by Representative Dick, which pro- 
vided for the payment of a bounty to the 
(Cuban government, a sum of money equiva- 
Jent to 20 per cent of the duties collected 
since 1898 by the United States on goods 
coming from Cuba. In return for this Cuba 
was required to grant a 20 per cent reduc- 
tion in its tariff on American goods entering 
its territory. This was lost by a vote of 
78 to 57, 

This last vote blasted the hopes of the 
sugar beet men, as they saw there was not 
the slightest possibility of carrying their 
point, and some of them realized for the 
first time that their first real defeat came 
with the vote to adjourn the conference last 
‘week. Some of them left the hall before a 
vote was taken on the Payne resolution. 


-one Go on Record. 

When eighty-five members in favor of the 
Payne plan passed between the tellers the 
sugar beet men were disposed to give up the 
fight and not show their weakness by voting. 
About a dozen passed between the tellers 
and then there was a great deal of hesita- 
tion on the part of the others. Most of them 


decided to vote, however, and thirty-one 


recorded themselves against the administra- 
tion. 

When the conference adjourned the de- 
feated members congregated about the lobby 
and cl ms and gave expression to their 
feelings. They asserted they had merely 
attended a conference and no one was bound 
by the action tonight, as it was not a caucus. 

Representative Payne said he would bring 
in a bill “in a few days,” but he would not 
say anything more definite. He and his as- 


-gociates consider that the fight is over and 


that the reciprocity resolution will receive 
the support of all the Republicans when the 
vote is taken. 

When the conference was called to order 
Chairman Payne tookithe floor and explained 


‘that the committee representing the two 


sides of the question had been unable to 
reach an agreement and advocated the adop- 
tion of the resolution. He was followed by 
Mr. Dick of Ohio, who offered a resolution 
and spoke in supprt of it. 
Lacey Sees Gain for Farmers. 

Representative Lacey of lowa edvocated 
the reciprocity scheme, saying the farmers 
of the West would be great gainers by its 
adoption. 

Representative Hepburn was opposed to 
requiring the Cubans to adopt the immigra- 
tion and exclusion laws of the United States, 
as to do so would limit the growth of the 
island and. its production. Representative 
Boutell of Iilinols also supported the reso- 
lution prepared by the Ways and Means 
committee. 


Mr. Morris of Minnesota made a brief 
speech in advocacy. of his rectution 
a bounty to the Cuban government. 

Mr. Burke of South Dakota stood by the 
Ways and Means committee,

Mr. Payne then made an appeal to his 


F party associates to accept his resolution, 


and closed by demanding the previous ques- 
tion, which was the first real siep in the 
undoing of the sugar beet advocates, who 
went home in a resentful mood. They will 
come into line, however, before the bill is 
put on its passage, and there is little or no 
doubt that reciprocity with Cuba is now as- 
sured and it will be in full operation as soon 
as the government of the new republic is 
in working order to pass the necessary laws. 


Dick Proposes a Compromise. 


The resolutions offered by Mr. Dick as 
representative of the anti-administration 
faction were as follows: 

“ Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
conference that the Committee on Ways and 

- Means be directed to report to the House a 
bill for the relief of C substantially em- 
‘bodying the following provisions: 

“ That the President be authorized to enter 

into a commercial agreement with the gov- 


ernument of Cuba, when the same shall 


have been organized and established, where- 
by, on account of the relations which have 
existed between the United States and Cuba 
since 1898, and in consideration of such re- 
duction of duties as shall be satisfactory to 
the President, on goods, wares, and mer 
chandise, the growth or product of the 
United States, imported into Cuba, he shall 
agree to pay each year for three years tothe 

* government of Cuba a sum of money equiva- 
lent to 20 per centum of the duties collected 
and paid into the treasury of the United 
States on goods, wares, and merchandise, 
the growth or the product of the Island of 
Cuba, imported into this country.”’ 


Explains Reasons for Plan. 


Tn support of these resolutions, Mr. Dick 
stibmitted the following formal statement 
for his side: 

“ Adhering to the statement we have here- 
tofore made to this conference, expressing 

our reasons for opposing a reduction of the 
duties on the products of Cuba, and in the 
interest of harmony, and for the purpose 
of affording relief to Cuba, !f such relief is 
needed, and mindful of the fact recently de- 
veloped that during the last fiscal year there

Island of Cuba of nearly $500,000, we submit 
the foregoing resolution with the following 
—— statement of our reasons there- 


“1. It will afford relief both to the govern- 
ment and to the people of Cuba. 

“2. It makes certain that Cuba and her 
people, and no one else, will be the benefici- 
aries of our aétion. 

“8. By its adoption we keep faith with 
the people of this country and with, the peo- 
ple of Cuba. 

‘4. It does not violate our national party 
platforms of 1896 and 1900. 

“5. It does not disturb existing conditions 
in this country. 

“6. It does not alter or modify any sched- 

le of the present tariff law. 

“7. It does not injure or discourage any 
domestic industry or prevent its further de- 
velopment. 

“8. It avoids an inopportune agitation of 
questions affecting industrial conditions of 
unparalleled prosperity. 

“9. It would secure reciprocal trade con- 
cessions from Cuba and give time to ascer- 
tain the value of such trade relations be- 
tween the two republics under existing con- 
ditions.

That vessel was chartered by the Quarter- 
master General in April, 1898, and ordered 
to report to the Quartermaster at Mobile. 
When the government was through with 
the vessel it was transferred to McKay, 
ané the sum of $143 was charged by him 
as the cost of certain repairs and changes 
necessary to put the boat in the same con- 
dition it was in when the government char- 
tered it. The Controller disallowed the pay- 
ment, and held the charge against Major 
Bellinger, who sought to have McKay re- 
imburse him. This led McKay to write a 
letter which contains some interesting in- 
formation and implies that the steamer, 
while in government service, was engaged 
in a filibustering expedition of secret char- 
acter. Mr. McKay in his letter says: 
“The Quartermaster at Mobile loaded the 
steamer with munitions of war and in- 
etructed the Captain to follow the direc- 
tions of a sécret service man who was then 
at Mobile, and by him the Captain was or- 
dered to follow the instructions of . one 
Jiminez,. who is now President of Santo 


Domingo. 


“When the Captain found that his vessel 
was going upon a filibustering expedition 
against a country at peace with the United 
States he refused to go, but after being 
bribed by this Jiminez he consented to do 
so. The vessel touched at one of the Ba- 
hama Islands, there secured a pilot, went 
to Cape Haitien, and from there entered 
the port of Monte Christi in the Island of 
Santo Domingo. At Cape Haitien there was 
@ party of men who came on board and broke 
into the cargo and equipped themselves, 
and landed and attacked the fort at Monte 
Christi. In a short time the entire party 
was killed, with the exception of the now 
President of Santo Domingo, who made 
his escape by getting into the steamer’s 
boat and getting on board before any of the 
soldiers could secure a boat and board the 
steamer. 

“ The vessel returned to Florida, remained 
at Tampa for a few daysj and then was 
ordered on an expedition ,.with the steam- 
ship Florida to the south side of Cuba, 
where it landed these supplies and a lot of 
men and was engaged for the balance of 
the four months in the use of the govern- 
ment in transporting stores, etc.

OTIS SAYS THE WAR IS ENDED. 


Major General Tells Senate Committee 
Natives Want Home Rule, but 
Need Outside Protection. , 


‘Washington, D. C., March 18:—~Major Gen- 
eral Otis appeared before the Benate Com- 
mittee on the Philippines today. Answering 
a question by Senator Culberson, he said he 
never trusted native officers because they 
were too cruel to their men: When he left 
the Philippines he said ‘‘the war as war” 
had ceased. 

Answering a question by Senator Hale. 
General Otis said he saw no difficulty in 
withdrawing a material number of troops 
from the islands. The native forces he de- 
clared necessary, and he said there was no 
peace in Manila until the native police was 


organized.

The officers escorted 
their prisoner to the fort, where he is still 
confined, oharged with murder.

CLEVELAND IS 65 YEARS OLD. 


Ex-Président Spends Birthday Anni-

dent Grover Cleveland, who is now the only 
living ex-President of the United States, 
was 65 years old today. 

Mr. Cleveland spent the whole day at his 
comfortable home on Bayard lane with his 
wife and children. As he was confined to 
the house much of the winter on account of 
sickness, he deemed it advisable ih con-

LABOR SEES YATES’ PICK 


PRISON SCANDAL 

Three Political Emissaries from Jo- 
liet Who Seek Adoption of Resolu- 
tions Turned Down by Leaders 
Here, Who Denounce the Attempt to 
‘Drag Chicago Federation Into the 
Tangle—President Bowman Is Ap- 
proached in the Matter, : 


Resolutions adopted by the Cen , Trad 
and Labor council of Will on 
meeting of that body have opened the eyes 
of Chicago labor leaders and revealed to 
them the working of a scheme for nullifying 
the polftical effect of the recent convict 
labor scandal at the Joliet penitentiary. The 
belief prevails in local labor circles that 
agents of Governor Yates have been trying 
to whitewash Warden Murphy, whose re 
moval has been demanded by the Business- 
Men's association of Joliet. 

The resolutions adopted by the Joliet labor 
men are identical, it is asserted, with those 
which were brought to Chicago last week 
and submitted to James Bowman, President 
of the Chicago Federation of Labor, with a

declined to indorse the resolutions, and after 
several other futile efforts to enlist the inter- 
est of local labor leaders the delegation in 
charge of the resolutions went back to Joliet. 


Yates Men Propose Scheme. 


Thomas W. Parker, a close friend of for- 
mer Labor Commissioner Samuel J. Drew: 
W. R. Boyer, Secretary of the International 
Broommakers’ union: and John Feldker, 
a@ member of the State Labor commission 
and appointee of Governor Yates, composed 
the delegation which tried to induée the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor to denounce the 
action of the Business-Men’s association of 
Joliet. The three men are identified with 
the Yates-Snapp machine in Joliet. ; 

In substance the resolutions adopted by 
the Central Trades and Labor council of 
Will County comprise a denunciation of W. 
M. Cochrane of Joliet, who was denied a 
renewal of his contract for prison labor that 
it might be given to the Illinois Rattan com- 
pany; a declaration against the attitude 
taken by the Business-Men’s association, 
and a demand for a retraction of the state- 
ment that the New York prison investi- 
gating commission submitted to under- 
handed influence in making up [ts report. 


Local Leader Denounces Effort. 
One-of the prominent labor leaders of 
Chicago was’ sthown a copy of the resolu- 
tions last night and asked for his opinion 
of their merit. 

“It is nothing more than a scheme to drag 
union labor into a dirty scandal,” he said. 
“The men who came to Chicago to try to 
get the resolutions before the federation 
thought they could pull wool over our eyes, 
but they failed. It looks to me as if Gov- 
ernor Yates Is trying to find an excuse for 
disregarding the demand of the business- 
men of Joliet for the removal of Warden 
Murphy and Commissioner Brown. If he 
can get organized labor to denounce the 
attitude of the .business-men the Governor 
might feel that Murphy could be retained in 
office. That’s all there ts to it, in my mind.” 

It was pointed out by this representative 
last night that while the resolutions in- 
dorsed the report of the commission which 
went to New York on an investigating tour 
of the prisons, the report, as a matter of 
fact, favored the continuance of prison labor 
under the contract system. The resolutions 
at the same time declare that the letting 
of a contract In the Illinois State Peniten- 
tiary to any. person is in violation of the 
laws of the State. —

DOWIE’S WAGE SCALE. 


Strike of Fifty Men in Zion City Called 
and Effort to Be Made to Enforce 
Standard Rate There.

We know how he detests 
unions, but he cannot build that town with- 
out them and he knows it.”

A honeymoon spent on a turbulent sea of 
brandy and créme de menthe was the pict- 
ure drawn in Judge Bishop's court yesterday 
by young Harold E. Thomas, who seeks 
divorce from his wife, Adah J. Thomas. 

Young Thomas, who is a son of General 
Samuel Thomas of New York, declared that 
his wife’s appetite for liquor manifested it- 
self soon after their marriage in 1897 and 
continued in evidence till their separation, a 
few weeks later. 

During the day letters were produced pur- 
porting to have been written by Thomas, in 
which he takes on himself all the blame 
for their domestic differences and begs his 
wife to forgive him. 


Defines His Wife’s Appetite. 


After recounting his marriage with the 
widow of his uncle, David Porter of Kansas 
City, two weeks after the latter had com- 
mitted suicide, Thomas declared that his 
wife’s fondness for liquors became known 
to him as they were traveling in Arizona. 
His wife became ill there, and at her request 
he bought hersome gin. She also got brandy 
and whisky the same night and drank them. 

** What effect did this have on Mrs. Thom- 
as?”’ was asked.

‘*How much so?” 

* Well, until she was helpless, and I had 
to get a doctor.”’

BLANCHE BUSH OF SOUTH EX- 
CHANGE SHOOTS HERSELF. 


Leaves Letter to Mother Saying She 
Was Tired of Living and Naming Six 
Pallbearers—Home at 3145 Fifth 
Avenue—Her Disposition Cheerful 
and Parents Unable to Account for 
Her Act—Borrows Revolver from a 
Neighbor to Do the Deed. 


Leaving a note saying she was “ tired of 
living,’’ and naming six pallbearers, Blanche 
Bush, a teleghone operator in the South Ex- 
change shot herself yesterday and died two 
hours later. She was 17 years old and of 
sunny disposition. Her parents can assign 
no reason for the act. 

The girl lived with her parents and two 
younger brothers at 3145 Fifth avenue. She 
had been employed as a night operator, but 
yesterday was to begin working in the day 
time, and left home in the morning saying 
she was going to work. Instead she went to 
the home of Mrs. Louise Lorenzen, 3006 But- 
ler street, a close friend of her family. Then 
she asked Mrs. Lorenzen to lend her a re- 
volver, saying ‘‘ the dog next door bit Bertie, 
and mother sent me after it to shoot the 
dog.”’ 

Mrs. Lorenzen gave her the weapon. At 
noon she went home. 

At home she was cheerful, told her mother 
she had been at work, and left after lunch- 
eon, kissing her mother and youngest brother 
good-by. 

Shortly after 2 o’clock she entered the 
confectionery store of Mrs. F. ersen, 
448 Thirty-first street, bought a pencil, and 
stood for about an hour writing a letter. 

“Tf any one calls for this letter give it to 
them. I am now going to blow nity brains 
out,”’ she said. 

Then she drew thé revolver and, placing 
the muzzle against her right temple, fired. 
The police were notified and fifteen minutes 
later they arrived. All this time the girl 
lay on the floor groaning and gasping. The 
police hurried her to the Provident Hospital, 
where she died. 

The letter was addressed to Mrs. J. Bush, 
8145 Fifth avenue. It said in part: 

** Now, for the sake of your beloved girl, 
don’t weep.and don’t do as you said you 
would. I was tired of living. I had this in 
my head for two weeks.

When seen by a reporter Mayer said: 

“My arrest is the result of a trumped up 
charge. I was formerly Rathborne’s part- 
ner. It is simply.a case of spite on the part 
of Rathborne. He did not treat persons who 
saved him from going into liquidation right.”’

GATES TALES WIRE 


FINANCIER TESTIFIES IN SUIT 
BROUGHT BY PARKS. 


Denies Plaintiff’s Claim for $15,000,000 
for Ai@ in Promoting Consolidation 
—Knows Naughkt of Whereabouts of 
$26,000,000 in Stock Now Missing, 
and Says He Received Only $500,000 
for His Share in Arranging Combine 
—Enormous Profit in One Year. 


New York, March 18.—[Special.]—John Ww. 
Gates was the principal witness today in the 
trial of the suit brought against him by 
John H. Parks, who claims $15,000,000 for 
his service in promoting the consolidation of 
the, plants now composing he American 
Steel and Wir company. 

The feature . today's ring before 
Judge Truax in the Suprem ourt was the 
declaration by Mr. Gates that he knew noth- 
ing of the whereabouts of the $26,000,000 in 
stock of the corporation which is missing. 
He denied having received any of it, and 
insisted his profits in the deal were only 
$500,000. 

Admits Early Deal with Parks. 


Mr. Gates admitted that Parks was one of 
the parties to a contract made with G. G. Ten 
Broeck for the formation of the company, 
but alleged that it fell through, and that the 
scheme by which the American Steel and 
Wire company was organized wae the result 
of another contract, to which Parks was not 
a@ party. 

Cromwell and Sullivan and Austen G. Fox 
appear for the plaintiff, while Mr, Gates is 
represented by W. D. Guthrie. : 

According to Judge Gary, J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan & Co., who were to have financed the 
deal to be made under the Ten Broeck con- 
tract, declined to do so, and this caused it to 
fall through.

John W. Gates, the defendant, when called 
to the stand today said that in 1897 he had 
$1,000,000, and by manipulating this sum 
he increased it in one year to $5,000,000,

to the vendors?’ asked Lawyer Fox. 

* No,” sald Mr. Gates. 

** Wasn't it $40,000,000?"! inquired Mr. Fox. 

“The total issue was $40,000,000 of pre- 
ferred stock."’

“No; there was $50,000,000 of common 
stock.”’ 

Mr. Gates said, in reply to a question as to 
the financial matters connected with the 
business, that he was not thoroughly fa- 
miliar with that branch of the business so as 
to give an off-hand answer. 

** How much did you make?’ was asked. 

“About $500,000. I made that amount in 
the usual method of underwriting by means 
of the curb market.”

America, will apply to the above named 
court or to one of the Judges thereof, at 
Kansas City, Mo., for a temporary injunc- 
tion or restraining order to restrain your 
railroad company, its officers, agents, and 
servants, from departing from its pub- 
lished rates, and from unjustly discriminat- 
ing in said rates by paying rebates, or other- 
wise, in respect to interstate traffic trans- 
ported by said company, when and where 
you may appear and resist said application 
if you shall desire so to do.

What the Bill Sets Forth. 


The bill to be filed thie morning sets forth 
that about March 15 the Interstate Com- 
merce commission requested the United 
States Attorney General to direct the District 
Attorney to begin proceedings either by in- 
junction or by some other method to pre- 
vent theiChicago-Kansas City railways from 
violating the “act to regulate commerce.” 
The Attorney General at once directed the 
bringing of the suit, both on the ground that 
the matters complained of are in violation of 
the provisions of the act to regulate com- 
merce, and also in violation of the Sherman 
act to protect trade and commerce against. 
unlawful restraints and monopolies. 

After setting forth that the accused roads 
are common carriers and are subject to the 
provisions of the interstate commerce act, 
the bill recites that they have made sched- 
ules of 28% cents a hundred pounds on pack- 
ing-house products from Kansas City to 
Chicago, this being until Jan. 1 the only 
lawful rate. 

Then it is declared that the railways in- 
volved secretly made a rate of 18% cents, 
with corresponding reductions through to 
New York, and through unlawful combina- 
tions received large quantities of packing- 
house products, later rebating to certain 
shippers the difference between the secret 
and the published rate. 

Then the. bill sets forth the facts disclosed 
at the recent investigation before the Inter- 
state commission in this city. 


Government Asks an Injunction. 


Attorney Day had another conference with 
District Attorney Bethea yesterday morning 
and at noon left for Kansas City to file the 
bill and secure a temporary injunction. 

The general counsels and general solicit- 
ors of a number of the roads held a confer- 


. ence in the afternoon to agree on some course 


of action. It was learned that Judge Phillips 
is at Jefferson City, Mo., and will probably 
not be able to go te Kansas City today. As 
the attorneys of some of the roads cannot 
well go to Jefferson City on such short notice 
it was agreed that Attorney Day should be 
requested to delay action for a day or two, 
so as to afford the railroad attorneys a chance 
to study the matter and make their argu- 
ments at Kansas City. 

A number of the attorneys left for Kansas 
City last evening. While no definite course 
of action has been agreed on, it is understood 
that no serious objeetion will be made to the 
injunction. Most of the large railroad sys- 
terns claim to be in favor of preventing rate 
cutting and paying rebates. They say they 
will be the gainers if rates are maintained, 
as it is the small and indirect lines that cut 
the rates to hold their own against the big 
companies and that the latter are forced 
generally to meet the cut rates. 


What a Railway Official Says. 


“The action to be taken by the govern- 
ment,”’ said a prominent railroad attorney, 
“will do more to bring about the mainte- 
nance of traiff rates than anything that has 
been tried. -While railroads, as a rule, have 
little fear of prosecution for violation of 
the law, they do not care to be adjudged 
guilty of contempt of court and have their 
officers imprisoned or fined. A criminal pros- 
ecution can be protracted for years, and it 
is hard to convict an official, but in case of 
violation of injunction the punishment for 
contempt is apt to be swift and certain.”’ 

Attorney Day is authority for the state- 
men hat those proceedings will not end with 
the roads enumerated. The Chicago-St. 
Louis-Kansas City lines were attacked first 
because it is charged these roads have been 
more reckless and persistent in their viola- 
tion of the law than any others. The Chi- 
cago-Omaha and Chicago-St. Paul lines will 
come next, and then the roads in the Central 
Freight association will receive due consid-- 
eration. 

Other Prosecution Is Feared. 

If no other action than injunction proceed- 
ings were to be taken the railroads would feel 
quite comfortable, but it is feared that prose- 
cutions against a number of executive and 
traffic officials will be begun in May, when 
the next United States grand jury meets in 
this city. Some of them may be indicted,

| INCENDIARY DOCUMENTS ARE 


DISTRIBUTED IN RUSSIA. 


Riots in St. Petersburg Give Oppor- 
tenity to Spread Inflammatory Lit- 
 erature—Citizens Urged to Rise 
Againet the Czar and Do Away with 
Despotism—Police Notified of Dem- 
onstration and Are Told That the 
Participants Will Net Carry Aris. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Monday, March 17, 
via the frontier, March 18.—During thé riot- 
ing in this city yesterday, in which it took 
the entire police force and a strong detach- 
ment of the military to restore order, the 
students, who are the leaders in the disturb- 
ance, managed to distribute a mass of incen- 
diary literature from the tops of street cars 
while the police were busy fighting below. 

Some of these tracts were couched in the 
most revolutionary language ever sent broad- 
cast in Russia. The following is an extract 
from a leaflet: 

** Citizens of Russia, awake! Awake from 
that nightmare of harsh despotism which op- 
presses every man in Russia, under which it 
is impossible for three men to meet together. 


Demand Freedom of Speech. 

here in Russia is that freedom of 
speech and press which found in every 
civilized country? Undér the heel of the 
autocrat. Is it not strange that one man 
with insignificant mental faculties should 
rule over 140,000,000 people?’”’ 

After a scathing denunciation of ‘‘ the pre- 
tended reform ” of Vannaffsky, the Minister 
of Public Instruction, the leaflet concludes: 

‘Let us begin the battle with the enemy 
for personal freedom, freedom of speech and 
press, and popular representation. Hail the 
revolutionary struggle! Down with the au- 
tocracy!” 


AUSTRIA CHEERS FOR GERMANY

VIENNA, March 18.—< 18.—Cheers for the Ho- 
henzollerns were given in the Retchsrath 
this afternoon and led to 4 great uproar. 
Deputy Schoenerér (Pan-Gefman) started 
the applause after a violent speech, during 
which he declared that his party aimed at 
the creation of a federal relationship be- 
tween Austria and Germany and would op- 
pose every government failing to help in 
bringitig about such relationship.

The fact of the matter fs that he has just 
been appointed Governor of the Island of 
Samos and that the Governor of this de- 
pendency of the Sublime Porte invariably 
receives the title of “ Prince of Samos.” 
The island, as every one knows, is off the 
coast of Asia Minor, and though under the 
sovereignty of Turkey, is under the joint 
protection of France, Great Britain, and 
Russia, three powers to which the Sublime 
Porte is solemnly pledged by virtue of a 
treaty concluded some eighty years ago to 
appoint none but a Christian as Governor, 
the entire population of the island being 
Christian of the Greek orthodox rite. 

The Governorship is merely temporary. 
But the Governors of Samos on completing 
their term .of office have always been in the 
habit of retaining the title of Prince, though 
no longer in conjunction with the name of 
Samos, but with their own patronymic. 
Thus Vogorides, who was Governor of 
Samos for a number of years, but who has 
long since been deprived of his office, has 
always been known from that time on as 
Prince Vogorides, and Michael Gregoriades, 
who has just been dismissed by the Sultan 
from the post of Prince-Governor of Samos, 
will in accordance with usage be known 
from henceforth as Prince Gregoriades. 

In the days when Roumania, Servia, Bul- 
faria, etc., were all still subject to Turkish 
sovéreignty,.the various Christian Governors 
were khown as princes, holding their. title 
as such from the Sultan in the same way 
as the Prince of Samos, and it is owing to 
this that thé Cantacuzéne, the Ypsilantis, 
the Bibescos, the Couzas, the Mavocordatos, 
and so many other families of the east of 
Europe bear today the title of prinee. It 
is solely because one of their ancestors hap- 
pens to have been a Christian Governor of 
one or another of the Christian provinces 
of the Turkish empire, just like Mavroyeni 
Bey, formerly Turkish Minister at Washing- 
ton and now Prince of Samos. Let me add 
that these titles will not be found in the 
**Almanach de Gotha,” where the Princes 
Cantacugene will be sought for in vain, , 
There is,-in fact, only one of these Balkan 
names that will be found figuring there— 
namely: Prince Brancovan, whose father 
secured from the Austrian empire the recog- 
nition of his title of prince, so that he is 
virtually a prince of 
empire. 

The new Prince of Sam is, as every one 
at Washington knows, a son of old Mav- 
royeni Pasha, who ts still, at the age of near- 
ly 80, the principal physician of the Sultan, 
and who. with the astuteness characteristic 
of the Greek race, to which he belongs, has 
managed to surmount every intrigue. Only 
once has the old Pasha been arrested by 
orders of the Sultan. It was while his son 
was in this country, and for a few hours 
matters looked black indeed for him. 

The old doctor, in spite of his advanced 
years, has always been rather gay, not to 
Say, giddy. Some two years before the 
episode in question he had become infatuat- 
ed to such an extent by the charts of a 
waitress in a café chantant at Pera that he 
had actually married her, much to the dis- 
gust of her--stepson, the new Prince of 
Samos. Naturally she did not conduct her- 
self as became the lawful wife of one of the 
chief dignitaries of the imperial household. 
Her conduct soon grew to be a source of 
such universal and crying scandal that the 
Sultan himself was forced to intervene and 
commanded the oid Pasha to divorce her. 
The physician complied, got rid of his wife, 
and then turned his attentions tn the direc- 
tion of another, a French woman. This 
added to the bitterness of the divorced wife. 
-She determined to be revenged, and accord- 
ingly informed Ahmed Djellaleddin Pasha, 
the chief of the Sultan's secret police, that 
her husband had ever since Abdul Hamed 
succeeded to the throne been keeping a daily 
journal of aii his Majesty’s physical and 
mental peculiarities with a view to its being 
used at a convenient moment by his enemies. 

The moment the Sultan heard this he be- 
came wild with indignation, and likewise 
with apprehension, and caused the arrest 
of his physician and the seizure of all his 
papers, which, on investigation, revealed the 
existence of the journalsin question. Orders 
were already given for his immediate de- 
‘parture for one of those remote places of 
exile, whence those who have incurred 
the Sultan’s anger never return, and, in- 


| deed, seldom reach, being murdered by thetr 


guards on the way. 

In some way, by offering to make full rev- 
elations to the Sultan, the Pasha managed 
to excite the latter’s curiosity to such an 
extent as to obtain a private interview with 
his master. It took place at night, and day- 
break found the old Pasha not only restored 
to freedom and to all his former honors, 
= in higher favor with the Sultan than

SCHOOL PLEA BY MOTHERS 


DECLARE THAT THE KINDERGAR- 
TENS MUST BE SAVED. 


Address a Protest to the Board of Edu- 
cation, Saying That the Lower 
Branch Must Not Be Sacrificed for 
Reasons of Economy — Cost Will 
Come Later in Maintaining Correc- 
tive Instituations—Many Other Peti- 
tions Received and Piaced on File. 


The Board of Education has received so 
many petitions from parents, taxpayers, and 
citizens protesting against the closing of 
the kindergartens that Superintendent 
Cooley was asked at a recent meeting if 
he could not find room for the kindergartens 
in the back yard of his country residence 
at La Grange. Secretary Larson com- 
plained that the available room in his of- 
fices had been taken up with these peti- 
tion’, which have come with every mail. 

The petitions have been “ placed on file ’”’ 
by the School Management committee, to 
whom they were submitted. Few of them 
Shave been read, as there are so many that 
adequate time could not be found. The 
hames of persons who have signed them 
are in general unknown to the members of 
the board. 

Plea by the Mothers. 

One of the strongest of these petitions, 
however, will go direct to the Board of Edu- 
cation at its meeting tomorrow night. It 


| is submitted by the Mothers’ club of the 


George Howland School and the Douglas 
Park Methers’ council, and no doubt will 
command attention. The petition in part is 
as follows: 

“We desire to call attention to the word- 
ing of the report regarding the ‘ discontinu- 
ance of kindergartens at the close of the 
present year, June, 1002.’ We feel that this 
particular subject touches us vitally as 
mothers. We desire to give our children the 
advantage of the best education possible, 
and we respectfully submit to you a protest 
against this measure. 

“A casual glance at the following figures, 
based on the appropriation of 1901, will show 
that the eost per capita for a child to attend 
the kindergarten is less than the cost per 
capita in either the high school or elementary

Value of the Kindergarten. 

“Tf we look at the subject from a utili- 
tarian point of view, how contrary to all 
architectural principles it seems to slight 
the foundations of a noble building. Not 
all:the skill of the architect afterwards ex- 
pressed in decoration and costly ornament, 
in glorious curves or swelling dome, can 
atone for a weakness in the base. 

“The primary object of the kindergarten 
is to teach the child self-government and 
independent thought at its most impression- 
able period: This is the fundamental and 
essential principle of good citizenship. 
What fills our reformatories and peniten- 
tiaries today and makes the costly parental 
school a necessity but the lack of this same 
self-control? 

even though it should ‘ require 
an appropriation of half a million dollars 
to cover the field thoroughly and‘ impar- 
tially,’ the city might eventually save much 
more than this in the lack of the necessity 


parental and correctional schools. 
‘The mother’s clubs which have been es- 
tablished in. connection with the kinder- 
gartens have been of inestimabie value in 
bringing the parents and teachers in all 
grades closer together. Parents are inter- 
esting themselves in school matters, visit- 
ing rooms for observations rather than on 
account of unruly children, and the har- 
mdny of parent and teacher produces that 
atmosphere calculated to the best develop- 
ment of pupils throughout the grades. All 
this is largely due to the influence of the 
kindergartens, which are now apparently 
being taken from us. Do you wonder that 
mothers feel it to be one of the greatest 
misfortunes that could befall our schools?”

WHITE CLUB WOMEN ASKED TO 
MEET NATIONAL LEADER. 


Several Assert They Do Not Care to 
Entertain Socially Mrs. Yates, Presi- 
dent of the National Federation of 
Colored Women’s Clubs, Although 
Willing to Talk Business or Club Af- 
faire—Mrs. G. W. Plummer Issues the 
Invitations—Some Are Declined. 


Mrs. George W. Plummer of the Chicago 
Woman's club has issued invitations to a 
number of the members of the club to meet 
Mrs. Yates, President of the National Feder- 
ation of Colored Women’s clubs, at a lunch- 
eon to be given at her residence, 425 La Saile 
avenue, on April 2. This is putting the senti- 
ment on the color question to a severe test, 
and in spite of the fact that the club has 
always voted for the colored women some 
of the invitations are being declined. 

Several women who were to be Invited to 
the luncheon were approached in advance 
and asked whether they would accept invi- 
tations. Those who seemed doubtful were 
not invited, so that it cannot be said any 
one has refused an invitation to take lunch 
with Mrs. Yates. 


Balks at Social Visit. 


**I was asked,”’ said a prominent member 
of the club yesterday, “ if I wouid accept an 
invitation to eat luncheon with Mrs. Yates at 
Mrs. Plummer’s. I said it depended on cir- 
cumstances. If it were a case of meeting 
Mrs. Yates to talk over business matters 
and such things I would be quite willing to 
accept. But when I found it was to be an 
affair of a social nature, and that three or 
four other colored women were to be in- 
vited, I could not do it. The invitation I 
was to have had was not sent.” 

The luncheon will be a smal! affair and 
few of the club members will be invited. It is 
understood that Mrs. Celia Parker Woolley, 
the champion of the colored woman's cause 
in the Illinois federation, is to be one of the 
guests. Mrs. Otto Matz and the officers of 
the club are said to have been invited, but 
they are uncommunicative on the subject. 
Mrs. Plummer herself does not wish to have 
the luncheon advertised, and has been un- 
willing to give out a list of the guests.

COOLNESS OF ELEVATOR MAN 
. SAVES EIGHT GIRLS AT FIRE. 


Loss to Wabash Avenue Building and

Till June. 


COMMENT ON RELIGIOUSLIFE 


One thousand college men and pupils of 
affiliated schools of the University of Chi- 
cago cheered the speakers of the first “‘ men’s 
convocation ” in the history of the university 
yesterday afternoon at the Studebaker The- 
ater. The forty-first quarterly graduation 
exercises of the institution were attended 
with no announcement of gifts to the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, President Harper saying 
that a statement of gifts during the last 
quarter would be made in June. 

While the college men occupied the or- 
chestra seats at the convocation, crowds of | 
coeds swarmed the galleries and haunted 
the halls vainly waiting for the expected 
announcement by President Harper of the 
plans for partial isolation of college women. 
The edict given out last week forbid seats on 
the lower, floor to the coeds and gave one 
of the first hints of segregation which have 
worried the college girls. No announcement 
was made of contemplated action of univer- 
sity authorities in regard to the extent to 
which men’and women in the university will 
have separate work. 


Religious Life Not Satisfactory. 


A slight note of dissatisfaction in the re- 
ligious life at the university was voiced in 
the statement of President Harper. 

‘“‘The religious life at the university is by 
no means what it ought to be, nor is it whatit 
well might be,” the report read. “ In the 
nearly 3, souls who have a part in univer- 
sity life there are as many different beliefs, 
as many different kinds of faith, as may be 
found in a great city. To bring all these to- 
gether, to find a common basis on which all 
may rest, to provide that which will help 
and strengthen 
various tastes and tendencies is perhaps im- 


possible to. hope for. There will come in|, 


time a é¢ertain community of interest, unre- 
stricted by any formulation of creed, un- 
hampered by any method of worship."’ 

Announcement was made that within a few 
weeks it was possible that the whole faculty 
of the new graduate law school might be 
chosen and the list made public. The at- 
tendance of the university for the winter 
quarter was announced as 1,305 women and 
1,290 men, or a total of 2,338, deducting for 
repetitions. This showed an increase of 28.4 
per cent over the attendance of the winter 
quarter of 1901. 


Dr. Shaw’s Convocation Address. 

The advantages for the young man of liv~ 
ing in the twentieth century world of co- 
operation instead of thé nineteenth century 
world of competition was pictured by Dr. 
Albert Shaw, editor of the Review of Re- 
views, in his convocation address. 

‘Science and union of effort are all more 
or less codperative,”’ said Dr. Shaw. “ Cap- 
ital is not getting the better of,fiesh and 
blood. There never was a time when money 
apart from skill and human service was a 
great power. The gains produced by the 
efforts of the great financiers of today areas 
much again as the interest on their wealth 
would be if they idly put out their riches to 
reap such a gain. The man is superior to 
the dollar. 

Changes of the Century... 

“In the new codperative order of things 
in the twentieth century we find professions 
changing from private to public callings. 
Just as the private guard in years past gaye 
way to the municipal police, so will doctors 
sooner or later become public servants. In 
such a new system more men would work 
on salaries and there might sometimes be 
less men for the amount of work that ts to 
be done. But if three men can do the work 
of thirty the public at large will be benefited. 

“The old system of competition called for 
long hours. In the system of cobperation 
the workman who now spends eight or nine 
hours at his task may look forward to a 
working day of six hours, with more time 
for rest and the advantages which are open 
to him. In the future the control of our 
industries: will be either in the few men 
whose wealth gives them power, in the city, 
State, or nation, or vested in the working- 
It is more consistent to think. that in 
the future we shall see something of all three 
operating side by side.”

JAMES BEGINS NEW DUTIES 


STUDENTS CHEER THE HEAD OF 
NORTHWESTERN UNIVERSITY. 
Escorted to His Place by Dean Bon- 

bright, President Is Greeted witha 
‘Ringing Salute—Excuses Himself 
from Announcing Policy, but Warns 
Undergraduates Against Any Acts 
Tending to Bring Undesirable No- 
toriety Upon College. | 


Edmund J. James assumed the Presidency 
of Northwestern University yesterday. 
When he entered the chapel just before the 
noon exercises 600 students arose to greet 
him, and then cheered lustily while he 
marched up the aisle with Dean Daniel 
Bonbright, who has been acting President 
since the retirement of Henry Wade Rogers. 
Dr. Bonbright introduced the new President, 
and the cheering was renewed. At the con- 
clusion of the exercises the students filed 
past the platform and each shook hands 
with him. 

The new President did not outline his, 
future policy in his chapel address, In 
referring to it he quoted.a maxim to the 
effect that young fools spoke of what they 
were going to do, and old fools of what they 
had/ done. | 

“T do not want to be classed in either 
category,’ President James said, * so I will 
say nothing of my policy, but rather speak 
of the general good of the university.” 

Then he warned the students against caus- 
ing any notoriety that would be harmful to 
the school, and continued: 

‘“‘] thank you very cordially for this ova- 
tion. It is peculiarly gratifying to meat this 
time. It has been wisely said that the per- 
rhanent interests of an educational institu- 
tion depend uponitsalumni. Ifthey are suc- 
cessful, strong, loyal, devoted, and upright 
the interests of their alma mater will be 
taken \care of. 

‘*‘But the immediate and vital interests 
are dependent primarily upon the students 
anda faculty, who, at any given time, consti- 
tute the university. Weare living as never 
before in the: glare and light of publicity. 
The university is like a city on a hill. 

“Upon you and your attitude depend the 

resent and immediate reputation of this 
nstitution. I pledge you that I will con- 
tribute whatever I can to make your life in 
this institution not only more pleasant but 
more profitable than it has heen in' the past. 
The President of a modern university has no 
opportunity for that close personal relation 
with the students characteristic of old New 
England colleges. I can only ask you for 
your sympathy, codperation, and support. 

‘For my part, no matter how far I may 


| fall short of expectations, if I can feel that 


‘during my term as President of this uni- 
versity through any act of mine any of yow 
become better men or women, I shall be sat- 
isfied. And, on the other hand, I shall con- 
sider my administration a failure if I de not 
gain and hold your esteem.”

DOGS POISONED IN PARK 


ELEVEN ANIMALS FOUND DEAD |. 


‘BY LINCOLN LAGOON. 


Their Presence Forbidden, but, Police 
Disapprove This Plan of Getting Rid 


of Them—Search Made for the Man 


Who Scatters Sausages Containing 
Strychnine—Several of the Victims 
Valuable Canines—Precautions Are 
Taken to Guard Beasts in the Zoo. _ 


Eleven dogs have been found dead on the 
shores of the Lincoln Park lagoons within 
the last three days. ‘Unable to read the signs 
forbidding their presence. in the pleasure , 
grounds, the canines have paid dearly for 
their ignorance... Formerly the: polite were, 
the dread of four-legged trespassers, but now 
the “ poison man ”’ is to be feared. 

The cause of the death of so many dogs 
was a mystery to the police until yesterday, 
when Captain Pecoy’s men found evidence 
of a poisoner. Frankfurter sausages were 
picked up by the police near the north pond, 
which, upon investigation, proved to con- 
tain strychnine. Captain Pecoy believes 
that the sausages have been strewn in’the | 
park by some one with a manila for killing 
dogs. 

The discovery of the polsoned sausages 
was the result of an Investigation begun by, 
Captain Pecoy following the discovery of 
three dead dogs in the park near Fullerton 


| avenue early Sunday morning. The next 


morning two more were found between 
Menimonee and Center streets, and on Tues- 
day three more were discovered «scattered 
along the shore of the north pond. The 
number had now reached eleven and detec- 
tives have been put on the lookout for the 
poisoner. 

A number of valuable dogs were amorg 
the victims of the poison and a warning has 
been given the owners of valuable animals. 
The poisoner works.at night. 

One of the first victims was a dachshund, 
whose German instincts were readily tempt- 
ed by the frankfurter. Another of the luck- 
less animals was a young Great Dane, and 
two of the victims were apparently well-bred 
spaniels. The others were of the ‘ 
type. The destruction of the dogs 
caused considerable anxiety among own 
of valuable canines along the north shore. 

Precautions are being taken to prevent the 
poilsoner from extending his work to the 
animals in the “ zoo,”’ and the police are 


/ under special instructions to enforce the rule 


forbidding the feeding of animals 
strangers in the park.

Remem- ’ 
ber, remember. Read quitkly ; decide quickly. 
Then destroy. Bring no letters or papers 
of any description. Doctor.”

As the result of charges made yesterday 
before the Committee on Streets and Alleys 
West, Commissioner of Public Works Blocki 
will receive instructions to oust the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy railroad from streets 
and alleys of which the company is alleged 
to have taken possession without authority. 

For the same reason an ordinance vacating 
another street and two alleys for which @ 
strip of land was offered in return was killed, 
The committee voted to place this ordinance 
on file, at the same time ordering the Com- 
missioner of Public Works to investigate 
the charges against the company. 

The property which the company ts alleged 
to have taken and that which it is desired 
to vacate is within the district bounded by 
Twenty-second street, Halsted streét, the 
drainage canal, and the slip of the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy. The protests afd 
charges come from residents and property= 
owners in this district. A number of women 
were on the delegation which appeared De- 
fore the Council committee. 

In charging that the Burlington took pos- 
session of these streets and alleys without 
the consent of the Council the protesting 
property-owners also maintain that. they 
cannot look to thelr Aldermen for help, 


officials were too much interested in th 
project. The railroad company claims to 
have full authority for the occupation of the 
land now in its possession. 


Blocki to Look Up Claims. 

Commissioner Blocki is ordered to investi- 
gate the company’s claim to the following

€ellent tecords there, so excellent that there 
is an urgent demand that they shall stay 
Where they are. They are the experienced 
men whom the city needs as guardians of its 
interests. It is safe to vote for one of them 
without further inquiry. 

There are other Aldermanic candidates 
who have been in the Council and have 
made records of a character which from 
the point of view of good citizens are more 
or less damaging to them. They have made 
records which should keep them out of the 
Council, It is true that during the last 
year or two the Aldermen who do not stand 
high in popular estimation have done no 
particular mischief. This has not been 
from lack of inclination, however, but be- 
Cause they have been kept in check by an 
honest majority. They have been forced 
Much against their will to lead compara- 

tively decent Aldermanic lives. But their 
Instincts remdin bad, and if the controi 
of the Council should fall into their hands, 
they would be again the wholesale and’ 
retail jobbers of privileges and franchises 
they were in other days before the morale 
of the Council had been improved. A vote 
against one of these men is a safe vote. 

There are wards in which it is not so e&sy 
for the voter to determine how he shall 
mark his ballot. New men who have not 
been conspicuous in municipal affairs, whom 
the voter is not personally acquainted with 
and of whose good or bad qualities he has 
learned nothing in any trustworthy quarter, 
ask bim for his vote. The Municipal Vor- 
ers’ league, which does for the voter es. 
he is not always able to do for himself, will 

- @xamine into the standing and qualifications 
of the candidates, and give the public the 
resuits of ite investigations and will make 
recommendations which, judging from past 
Xperience, it will, as a rule, be for the 
benefit of the voters to follow. It has not 
been the habit of the league to condemn 
the worthy or to put the stamp of its ap- 
proval on the unworthy. 


CABNEGIE STIRS UP ALBANY. 

Mr. Andrew Carnegie, by a remark which 
at least seems tactless, though much may 
depend upon the meaning he intended, has 
stirred up the City of Albany, 'N. Y., from 
ter to circumference. - The remark was 
made in his recent address at a dinner of 
the New York Library club, in which, after 
declaring that on that day he had approved 
gifts te forty localities for libraries, he 
announced that to the best of his recol- 
lection one gift of $175,000 was to the

It is not entirely clear and will not be 
until Mr, Carnegie rises to explain what 
be thinks is lacking in Albany for its proper 
development.

VOTE THE BILL UP OR DOWN NOW. 
The originators of the ship subsidy legis- 
lation have not won such a tremendous or 
glorious victory. There can be no great 
glory won by passing a bill which Senators 
Allison, Dolliver, Spooner, Quarles, Proc- 
tor, and Dillingham would not vote for and 
which many other Republican Senators 
voted for with ill concealed reluctance. 

The victory seems of less value to the 
supporters of subsidy legislation because 
the bill which the Senate passed differs 
from the one they introduced. Senator 
Allison was able to secure the adoption 
of his amendment to fix dates at which 
the making of new postal subsidy contracts 
shall cease and all existing contracts shall 
end. Unfortunately he was not able to 
have adopted his important amendment for 
the reduction of subsidies to vessels car- 
rying less than 50 per cent of their com- 
mercial cargo capacity. It is possible that 
if the bill had been amended in this re- 
spect Senator Allison and perhaps some 
of the other dissenting Republicans wouid 
have consented to vote for it. 

Thanks to Senator Spooner there is writ 
large on the face of the bill a declaration 
that Congress reserves the right to repeal 
it. It is true that this Congress can no 
more bind subsequent Congresses to a ship 
subsidy policy than the Congress of 1890 
was able to bind subsequent Congresses to 
the policy of paying bounties to the Ameri- 
can producers of sugar. But this express 
reservation of the right to repeal is im- 
portant because it is notice to all vessel 
owners that if they shall go into foreign 
trade on account of the subsidies they 
must not cry out about broken pledges 
and violated agreements in the event of 
the withdrawal of subsidies. 

That they will be withdrawn if voted is 
reasonably certain. There is nothing im- 
mutable about American polities. The pol- 
icy which one Congress sanctions may be 
east aside in a day when the people sud- 
denly decide to take legislative power from 
the party which favors that policy and 
intrust that power to another party which 
is opposed to that policy. 3 

The question now is: What shall the 
House do with this bill which the Senate 
has sent to it. It has been intimated in 
some quarters that it may seem expedient 
to the leaders in the House to postpone 
its consideration until after election. This 
would be a weak device. If the people 
believed there existed the will and the 
ability to pass this ship subsidy bill after 
election they would look on this device as « 
transparent trick. Even if there were not 
in reality votes enough in the House to 
pass the bill everybody would say if ac- 
tion were postponed that the intention was 
to pass it after the election was out of 
the way. Postponement would excite sus- 
picion and contempt and might work as 
much political harm as if the bill were to 
be passed offhand—if not more. All this 
is so apparent that it hardly can be assumed 
that the Republican party managers in the 
House seriously contemplate a policy of 
waiting until after election.. 

Probably as the House stands now there 
is not a majority in favor of this ship sub- 
sidy bill. If it were pressed to a vote at 
this time its defeat would be likely because 
there are a considerable number of Re- 
publican Representatives from the middle 
West who feel about this bill as Sena- 
tors Allison and Spooner do. But if action 
is deferred the Democratic stump speakers 
will assume as a matter of course that at 
the short session nearly all these Repre- 
sentatives will fall into line and vote for the 
bill. 

If the House should take up the ship 
subsidy bill and pass it now the Republican 
spellbinders will have todo much explaining 
next fall. They will not be much better 
off if the House shall postpone action, for 
it will be difficult for them to justify the 
passage of this bill in the Senate or to dis- 
pel the public apprehension that the House 
has put off action on the bill intending to 
pass it later on. Awkward questions will 
be asked these spellbinders asto what arethe 
real intentions of the Republican majority, 
and why it is that this bill is left suspended 
between heaven and earth. 

The course of honesty is the course of 
expediency also. There should be no dodg- 
ing or equivocating. The bill should be 
taken up and disposed of now. If it is the 
policy of the Republican party to enter on 
a general ship subsidy scheme it“thould 
havé the courage of its convictions and 
take the consequences. If that is not to 
be the policy of the party, then the party 
should hOwe the credit of it and should 
not permit itself to appear in a dubious at- 
titude before the public. 


Se CE IN HYDE PARK. 

The “harmeny”™ committee, organized 
for the purpose of bringing about unity of 
action among the discordant factions in 
the Republican party in Hyde Park, has 
made its report. The committee represents 
the “machine” and the “ anti-machine ” 
elements, and its work will be acceptable 
to both sides, provided there is a sincere 
desire for a- united party. 

The committee announces principles on 
which in its judgment all Republicans can 
unite and gives detailed modifications of 
the plan of party organization. As these 
modifications are in the interest of publicity 
and equity all Republicans who believe in 
fair play and in majority rule will accept 
them. “ Difference of opinion,” says the 
committee, “should find expression at the 
caucus and primary. With fair and free 
opportunity for all to be heard at these 
preliminary meetings loyal Republicans 
should acquiesce in conclusions reached.” 
There would have been more acquiescence 
in the past had not that “fair and free 
opportunity ” been often denied. 

The committee says that “ conventions 
ghould be deliberative bodies and not mere 
machines for recording the previous deter- 
mination of unauthorized persons.” When 
conventions are “ deliberative bodies” and 
when the candidates selected by them “ are 
men whose ability and integrity are beyond 
question,” 20 Republican wil] be able to 
advance any valid reason for scratching 
the candidates of his party. 

The committee recommends that the ward 
club constitutions be so amended as to pro- 
vide for publicity, definiteness, and exact 


These changes which it is pot neces- 
sary to mention in detail are designed to 
put an end to ster chamber practices, ‘to 
taking snap judgment, and to minority gov- 
ernment.

The “ indepen- 
dents” in those wards have a right to de- 
mand that they be allowed to elect dele- 
gates and nominate candidates when in 
the majority. If defeated in a fair election 
they have no just cause for complaint and 
their complaints if made will fall on un- 
sympathetic ears. If they are not satisfied 
with what the committee proposes to give 
them nothing will satisfy them unless it be 
to have their own way always, whether 
in the minority or the majority. 

This Hyde Park plan is so fair in itself 
that it deserves general acceptance. There 
are other wards in which there are dis- 
sensions between “machine” and “ anti- 
machine” men to the great injury of the 
party. If these factions can come together 
on a platform of equal rights and fair play 
in the Hyde Park wards where feeling has 
run so high, there is no ward in‘which they 
should be unable to do so. The Republican 
party in this county needs harmony founded 
upon fair representation and exact justice. 
It will be in great need of it this fall when 
Representatives in Congress are to be elect- 
ed. A general and cordial acceptance of 
the Hyde Park plan will give the party that 
unity which it must have if it is to win vic- 
tories. 


A FLOOD OF PRIVATE PENSION BILLS. 

At its session last Saturday the House 
of Representatives passed 229 private pen- 
sion bills, At the short session of the last 
Congress the House passed 707 of these 
bills in four sittings. Last Saturday's work 
‘was above the average. To put through 
these 229 bills took only 110 minutes. It 
will be necessary to work even more rapid- 
‘ly than this to meet the demands of would- 
be pensioners, There have been introduced 
at this session 5,678 of these private pension 
bills. 

The bills put through last Saturday were 
not discussed. All the House knew about 
them was that the committee which had 
them in hand recommended their passage. 
It is, of course, impossible for members to 
jook into these bills for themselves. They 
have to depend on a committee. But it is 
doubtful whether the committeemen have 
time in which to do it thoroughly. The 
beneficiaries of these bills, more than half 
of whom are on the pension rolls, but de- 
sire larger pensions, while the remainder 
have not been able to get on the rolls, have 
as a rule made previous unsuccessful ap- 
plications to the Pension bureau. That 
bureau has the time and the facilities for 
making full inquiry in these cases. It has 
better opportunities than a committee of 
Congress has, and yet time and again the 
findings of the bureau, while in accordance 
with pension laws which do not sin through 
a lack of liberality, are overruled by Con- 
gress. The natural effect of this is to inun- 
date Congress with these private pension 
bills. Oongressmen should pray to be de- 
livered from this class of legislation. The 
Senator or Representative who gets a pri- 
vate pension bill through for a constituent 
gets no special thanks from anybody. He 
who fails to get such a bill through for a 
constituent is likely to incur his ill will and 
that of his relatives. — 

‘The running of a separate Pension bureau 
by Congress adds to the work of Congress- 
men and also swells the pension expendi- 
tures. The bills passed by the House at 
the last session carried an annual appropria- 
tion of $120,000. This does not seem large 
when compared with the total expenditure 
for pensions, but a large part of that $120,- 
000 was voted to persons who do not de- 
serve it. The Congressional Pension bureau 
is undiscriminating and extravagant. 


The price of lumber con- 
The Price tirues to advance. The up- 
of Lumber per grades of white pine 
Goes Up. lumber have gone up $2 to 
: $3 a thousand feet, and the 
supply is limited. This adds greatly to the 
cost of construction of the homes of farmers 
and of workingmen, where lumber is a more 
important element of cost than it is in busi- 
ness buildings. The sityation will not im- 
prove so long as there is a duty of from $1 to 
$2 a thousand feet on imported lumber, for 
the American supply is not increasing with 
the demand. It is decreasing, so grand is the 
scale on which the destruction of the Ameri- 
can forests has been carried on. This de- 
struction is exciting alarm, and efforts are 
being made now to promote tree culture and 
to preserve forests which theax of the wood- 
man has spared. These efforts are praise- 
worthy, but it is unfortunate that this work 
was not entered upon sooner, It is possible 
that after the American supply of lumber 
shall have been further decreased, or the 
American demand for that article shall be- 
come more intense, the laws which hinder 
the shipment of lumber from Canada, where 
the supply is so extensive, to the United 
States, where the supply is so small that 
those who control it are in a position where 
they can exact and do exact extremely high 
prices, will be modified. There is in Canada 
an abundance of lumber which can be 
shipped here at small expense. At present 
imports are limited, and the revenue of the 
government from this source is small. Some 
day the duty will be decreased and the gov- 
ernment will get more revenue and the 
American consumers will have cheaper lum- 
ber. 


THE CHARM OF THE AMERICAN WOMAN. 

Sir Philip Burne-Jones, who painted that 
somewhat agitating picture, “The Vam- 
pire,” and thereby provoked his cousin, 
Rudyard Kipling, to compose his famous 
appreciation of woman as a rag and a bone 
and a hank of hair, may be regarded, with 
apologies to that squire of dames, Max 
O’Rell, as a kind of connoisseur in things 
feminine, This distinction of bis being 
known, it was natura! that on his arrival 
in America the reporters should ask him 
not what he thought about tall buildings, 
express elevators, or the American habit 
of eating fruit at breakfast, all of which 
might with propriety have been suggested 
to other visitors, but rather what he thought 
about American women. 

Sir Philip answered in a way that ought 
to bring a universal blush of pleasure over 
the face of the American continent. “ The 
American woman is smart,” he said; “ un- 
deniably so, She has what the French call 
chic, together with what the English cail 
culture. She wears her gowns with an ef- 
fectiveness quite beyond the power of hér 
English sister, She has eyes that express 
the whole gamut of the emotions, She 
wears no fringes and show# a fine, broad 
brow.” This will get Sir’Philip the free- 
dom of the Woman's Commonwealth at 
Mount Pleasant in the District of Colum- 
bia. At any rate, it should. It is no obiter 
dictum, It is a professional opinion. — It 
comes from a person who has a right to 
pronounce ex cathedra on such a question. 
Only the schismatic will refuse to accept it. 
Besides, Sir Philip is making no lecture 
tour. What he says he says for the aid- 
yancement of the truth and not for the 
sake of augmenting his gate receipts.
